SATIVKS Of OKEOON" ASD C A U FOUNT A. 
Tho natives races of Oregon and Califor- 


nia apiwar to bavo beotx almost equally ox- 
pert basket-makers, though their produc-' 
tioiLS arc ilecidely unlike- those of thu British' 
Columbimi and Alaskan pcoplo just noticed. 
From willow twigs and pino roons they 
weave large ro:md mats for holding acorn '• 
flour; various sized, flattish, siniash-shaped ' 
baskets, water-tight; deep conical ones to bo . 
carried on tbeir backs; and others to be ased 
at pleasure as <lrinkir.g-cups or skull-caps by 
tho squaws, the men going bare-headed. 
ThoYurokof northern Califomiaare among 
tho cleverest workmen. 
They ornament 


their baskets with sotuo ingenuity by wonv- ; 
ing in black roodots or bark in squares, dia- 
monds, and zigzag lines, but they never at- : 
terapt tho curve, which, it has been said, 
marks tho transition from barbaric; to civil- • 
i/x-d art. 


The Modoc women aixjund Klamath lake 


with conspicuous painstaking, weave a very 
pretty ti-ough-shapod baby baskot of fiao 
willows, intended to bo set up against the 
wall or to bo carried on tho back. Tho in- 
fant is lushed perpendicularly in it, bis head 
covered by tho concave upper end of tho 
basket, which overhangs like a small para- 
sol, 
and 
u> some- cases i« gftyly decorated. 


"Lot a mother blacken her whole fnca below 
the eyes, including hor nose, shining black, 
thrust a goose-quill three inches long through 
the septum of her nose, don her dose-EttIng 
skull cap, and start to town with hor baby 
basket lashed to her back, and she feels tho 
pride of maternity strong within her. Tho 
little fellow is wrapped all around like a 
mummy, with nothing visible but his head, 
and sometimes oven that is bandaged back 
tight, so that ho may Bloep standing." 


VARIOUS APPLICATIONS OP BASKETItV. 
In addition to ordinary baskets the south- 


ern Colifornians woavo gaming tables, rims 
for their ueorn mortars (which are hollows 
dug in the sob'd rock), fish-traps, and uiar.y 
other applications otbaskotry, which among 
thoso tribes largely replaces tho pot**-"-';-' !" 
tho moulding of which they are deficient. 
The long straight grain of the rod-bud, split 
up into thraad-liko splints, is tho favorite for 
lilling in the willow frame-work of a Cali- 
fornia basket. 


Tho Pah-Utcs, of the Utah and Nevada 


dry lands, likewise inako groat use of bas- 
kc-try. ^laj. Powell describes, 111 .his ani- 
mated way, the service of tho conical bas- 
kets to bo seen in tho collection from that lo- 
cality: '-The women cany thom_.on their 
backs, suspended from tboir foreheads by 
broud straps, and with o smaller one in tho 
left hand and a willow-woven fan in. tho 
right, they walk among the grasses and 
sweep tho seed into tho smaller basket, which 
is emptied now and then inBb tho larger, un- 
til it is full of seeds and chaff; then they 
winnow out the chaff and roost tho seeds." 


• Everywhere from tho southern Hockies to 
the Pacific, as a glance at the collections 
shows, occur tho jars and bowls of varied 
shai*- made of willow tightly woven aud 
pitched so as to be water-tight. Theso are 
not only available as canteens, but cooking 
is dono in many ol them. Regular baskets 
are- elsewhere used as cooking utensils, water 
•beiii;; boiled in them by the immersion o( 
heated stones, or by being held over a fire 
out of reach of the b'.aze. Tho Micmacs of 
>Jova Scotia made kettles of birch bark, and 
'.lie Kuichin tribes of theMcKonzio rivor, out 
of tamarack roots, ornamented (as we see 
them here) with i»rcupino quils. A basket 
uf exceedingly close weaving from British 
Guiatiaii will be observed, so set in a frame- 
work as to serve tho purpose of a dish; but 
nil the savages along tho Orinoco and Amu- 
:-.vn mala1 v«ator-tightbasket$. Some similar 
jars, once beloi;(rins to Apache (Arizona) 
families will bold ten or llfteeii gullons^of 
w;iter, and were buried in the ground. The 
liaskutKof the Zunis and Moquis are rudo 
l-ont-twig affairs, as night be expected of so 
tjuod potter as they.

Ono of tho hardost things to represent on 


a map is tho contour br'vortical relief of a 
country. Ko ;very, satisfactory process ot 
making relief maps, by which wo may get at 
a glance a good idea of tho configuration of 
the earth's surf oca, has heretofore been in- 
voatud. New roliof maps, however, that are 
now being introduced in Europe ore said not 
only to show accurately the physical fea- 
tures of the earth, but also .to bo as convou- 
iont to handle as an ordinary map. They 
con bo rolled up or folded, and can bo car- 
ried about an easily as so much paper. They 
are flattened when, a weight is placed upon 
them, but instantly resume their proper 
shapo when the pressure is removed.—Chi- 
cago Times,
